M r .  Marvin Wright of t h e  J u n i o r  Chamber o f  Commerce 
s t a t e d  t h a t  t h e  J u n i o r  Chamber wished t o  o f f e r  
i t s  s e r v i c e s  t o  i n s t a l l  seat b e l t s  i n  C i t y  c a r s .  
The b a l t s  cou ld  be o b t a i n e d  f o r  t h e  C i t y  a t  c o s t  
and t h e  i n s t a l l a t i o n  would be f r e e .  Mayor 
Katzakian said the o f f e r  was v e r y  generous and.-he 
f e l t  belts shou ld  be i n s t a l l e d  i n  p o l i c e  cars. C i t y  
I.Eanager &wee s a i d  t h a t  h e  had been w a i t i n g  f o r  t h e  
employees t o  ehow some i n t e r e s t  i n  hav ing  seat 
b e l t s  a s  h e  w a s  o f  t h e  o p i n i o n  t h a t  enforcement 
would b e  d i f f i c u l t  i f  t h e  employees were n o t  
r e c e p t i v e  t o  t h e  i d e a .  A f t e r  f u r t h e r  c o n s i d e r a t i o n ,  
i t  w a s  moved by Councilman C u l b e r t s o n  t h a t  t h e  
o f f e r  be t a b l e d  t o  t h e  n e r t  Counc i l  meeting and 
t h a t  at  t h a t  t i m e  C o n s i d e r a t i o n  be g iven  t o  
e s t a b l i s h i n g  a policy of h a v i n g  s e a t  b e l t e  i n  all 
c i t y  c a r s .  The motion w a s  seconded by Councilman 
Brown and c a r r i e d ,  w i t h  Councilman Dow a b e t a i n i n g  
s i n o e  h e  i s  a member of t h e  Board of D i r e c t o r s  
f o r  t h e  J u n i o r  Chamber. 

Counoilman Dow s t a t e d  t h a t  he had p repa red  a 
s t a t e m e n t  which h e  wished t o  r e a d  t o  t h e  Counci l  
and which he wished t o  have s p r e a d  i n  t h e  Minutes.

Beginning wi th  t o n i g h t ' s  meeting of A p r i l  17, 1963, 
I w i l l  no longe r  p a r t i a i p a t e  i n ,  no r  in eny manner 
Condone the  so-ca l led  ' b r i e f i n g  se s s ions '  vh iah  
precede every C i ty  Council  meeting. By r e f u s i n g  
t o  a t t end  t h e s e  *b r i e f ing  se s s ions ' ,  I hope t o  c a l l  
p u b l i c  a t t e n t i o n  t o  a s i t u a t i o n  which I be l i eve  t o  
be a c l ea r - cu t  t h r e a t  and danger t o  j u e t  and equi t -  
a b l e  local government. 

It  appears  t h a t  t h e r e  may be reason  t o  be l i eve  t h a t  
t hese  meetings a r e  i n  v i o l a t i o n  of t h e  Ralph M. 
Brown Act ( C a l i f o r n i a  Government Codes, Sec t ions  
54950 t h r u  54960) ,  however, t h i s  i s  n o t  my primary 
conoern,  a t  t h i s  po in t .  

More important  t han  whether w e  can, through 'some 
' l e g a l  gyrmaatics: j u s t i f y  t h e s e  meetings as they  
r e l a t e  t o  the  Brown Act is t h e  ques t ion  whether 
t h e  people of Lodi are be ing  short-changed i n  t h e i r  
r i g h t  t o  view all of t h e  oounc i l ' s  j o i n t  d e l i b e r -  
sti ons . 
Proponents t o  these  eess ions  w i l l  contend t h a t  thek  
a r e  merely f o r  ' in format iona l '  purposes.  

I submit t h a t  in format ion  o a n  be adequate ly  supp l i ed  
by the  o i t y  manager i n  h i s  memorandum t o  t h e  council- 
If f u r t h e r  in format ion  is requi red ,  i t  i s  t h e  duty  
of each councilman t o  make the  necessary  i n q u i r i e s  
t o  g e t  t h a t  information.  

Proponents a100 contend t h a t  t he  meetings are public; 
t h a t  t h e  doors  a r e  unlocked and t h e  presa  i s - i n v i t e d  

The doors  are 'Unlocked' bu t  they are a l s o  closed, 
and t he  meeting room i s  ha rd ly  l a r g e  enough t o  
hold t h e  aounc i l ,  manager, planning d i r e c t o r  and 
c i t y  a t t o r n e y ,  much leas any members of t h e  publ ic .  
The p r e s s  is, I am t o l d ,  i n v i t e d ,  but i t  has been 
my exper ience  t h a t  t h e  d i scuss ion  i s  no t i ceab ly  
'checked' when t h e  p re s s  i a  i n  a t tendance ,  and i n  
t h e i r  absence,  remarks  by o t h e r  councilmen, con- 
ae rn ing  the  prees,  are not e x a c t l y  complimentary. 

Proponents contend t h a t  l e g i e l a t i v e  o f f i c i a l 8  are  
n o t  expected t o  &O t h e i r  t h ink ing  i n  a 'glass hou~g'  

I be l i eve  t h a t  i f  suoh pub l i c  o f f i c i a l s  a r e  no t  
w i l l i n g  t o  make an open and unashamed d i s c l o s u r e  
of t he  r a t i o n a l e  through which they a r r i v e  at  t h e i r  
conclus ions ,  they don ' t  belong i n  pub l i c  o f f i ce .  
Quoting from Deputy Attorney General for t h e  S t a t e  
o f  C a l i f o r n i a ,  Boderic Duncan, in an address  befo re  
t h e  Looal Government Law Sec t ion  of the American 
B a r  Aaacciat ion,  Mr, Dunean s a i d ,  '...seoret meet- 
i n g s  are exposed f o r  what t hey  r e a l l y  are1 t h e  tool 
of t h e  l a z y  o r  t h e  i n e p t  pub l i c  o f f i c i a l . '  An 
examination of b. Duncants 8peech clearly shows 
t h a t  h i s  remarks were d i r e c t e d  no t  j u s t  a t  meetings 
t h a t  were unquest ionably wi th in  t h e  purview of t h e  
Brown Act, but any at tempt  by pub l i c  bodies  t o  
withhold from t h e  people in format ion  which is 
r i g h t f u l l y  theirs.

My dec ia ion  t o  t a k e  t h e  p o s i t i o n  h e r e i n  descr ibed ,  
has  come only a f t e r  a thorough s t u d y  of t h e  Brown 
Act, a l l  p e r t i n e n t  opinions of t h e  C a l i f o r n i a  
Attorney General,  r ecen t  cases  brought before  our  
cour t s ,  s ta tements  and opinions expressed by l e a d i n g  
a u t h o r i t i e s  i n  the  f i e l d ,  and a y e a r  of a t tempt ing  
t o  coopera te  wi th  o the r  C i ty  counc i l  members and 
members of t h e  C i t y ' s  Adminis t ra t ion i n  the  hope 
o f  avoid ing  d i r e c t  and p u b l i c  conf ron ta t ion  which 
might prove embarrassing t o  those people.  

I be l i eve  my po in t  of view i s  o o n s i s t e n t  w i th  recog- 
n ized  a u t h o r i t i e s  i n  the  f i e l d ,  and wi th  t h a t  of 
t h e  League of C a l i f o r n i a  C i t i e s .  

ht, more important ,  I be l i eve  ray p o s i t i o n  i s  con- 
s i s t e n t  w i th  the  d e s i r e s  of  t h e  people  of Lodi. It 
i s  my hope t h a t  t h e  pub l i c  w i l l  o f f e r  i t s  suppor t  
on t h i s  i s s u e ,  t h a t  t h e s e  ' b r i e f i n g  s e s s i o n s '  and 
o t h e r  meetings l i k e  them w i l l  be d iscont inued ,  and 
t h a t  t h i s  w i l l  be b u t  a s t e p  t o w a r d  achiev ing  a 
more workable and r e spons ib l e  c i t y  government f o r  
t h e  people  of Lodi.

WATER SERVICE t he  Counci l  t o  g r a n t  permission f o r  temporary 

connect ion8 t o  t h e  C i t y ' s  water ,  s e w e r ,  e l e c t r i c  
and dra inage  systems f o r  his prope r ty  at the south- 
west co rne r  of wil low and Tokay S t r e e t s  which i s  
ou t s ide  t h e  C i ty  l i m i t s .  He ag rees  t h a t  i f  t h e  
s e r v i c e  i s  granted  he w i l l  pursue  annexat ion of 
t h i s  p rope r ty  t o  t h e  City.  Planning D i r e c t o r  
Rodger8 poin ted  out  t h a t  t h e  l e t t e r  w a s  a form 
l e t t e r  used for a p p l i c a t i o n s  f o r  o u t s i d e  s e r v i c e  
and a c t u a l l y  Mr. Johnson w a s  only i n t e r e s t e d  i n  
r e c e i v i n g  water  f r o m  t h e  C i ty  because h i s  wel l  
goes d ry  i n  t h e  summer, The p rope r ty  is i n  t he  
Visner  T r a c t  and o t h e r  proper ty  owners may have 
t h e  same problems as M r .  Johnson. The ques t ion  . 
was r a i s e d  as t o  whether g r a n t i n g  such r eques t s  
would d e f e a t  annexation. Councilman Culber t son  
f e l t  t h a t  t h i s  t r a c t  would be annexed t o  the  C i t y  
wi th in  a f e w  years  and t h e r e f o r e  Mr. Johnson should 
be allowed t o  oonnect t o  C i ty  w a t e r  s i n c e  i t  would

e v e r  t h e  C i t y  s o  d e s i r e d .  Mayor Katzakian f e l t  
t h a t  s i n c e  Mr. Johnson d i d  n o t  need t h e  s e r v i c e  
immediately,  f u r t h e r  c o n s i d e r a t i o n  shou ld  be g i v e n  
t o  t h e  r e q u e s t .  Counoilman Cu lbe r t aon  moved t h a t  
t h e  r e q u e s t  f o r  water service be g r a n t e d  on t h e

Award w a s  made t o  t h e  l o w  b idder ,  Wm. Burkhardt,  
by t h e  adopt ion of Resolu t ion  No. 2624 on motion 
of  Councilman Brown, Ullmann second. 

C i t y  Manager Glaves s t a t e d  t h a t  t he  edmin i s t r a t ion  
would l i k e  t o  r e c e i v e  guidance f r o m  t h e  Council  con- 
cern ing  t h e  r e c o n s t r u c t i o n  o f  Lodi Avenue west of 
Ham Lane. A t  t h e  p r e s e n t  time t h e r e  i s  a 24"  s t o r m  
d r a i n  i n  Lodi Avenue between H a m  Lane and M i l l s  
Avenue which is  p r a c t i c a l l y  exposed a t  Ham Lane and 
a t  Cor in th  and l i e s  just  o f f  t he  sou th  edge o f  t h e  
e x i s t i n g  pavement. It would be imposs ib le  t o  
r e c o n s t r u c t  t he  s t r e e t  over  t h i s  d r a i n  end, besides, 
t h e  C i ty  has  p l a n s  t o  r ep lace  t h i s  l i n e  a t  some 
f u t u r e  d a t e  wi th  a 60" l i n e .  Therefore ,  t h e  Publ ic  
Works Department i s  cons ide r ing  r econs tnac t ion  
between Ham Lane and a p o i n t  between Cor in th  and 
Hills t o  t h e  f u l l  width on t h e  n o r t h  s i d e  and t o  
approximately 10 f e e t  sou th  of t he  s e c t i o n  l i n e  on 
the  s o u t h  s ide .  The ba lsnce  o f  t h e  s t r e e t  would 
be r econs t ruc t ed  i t s  f u l l  width i n  some a r e a s  in 
o the r  a r e a s  only  a p o r t i o n  o f  t h e  s t r e e t  would be 
recons t ruc ted .  The County has been contac ted  
regard ing  c o n t r i b u t i n g  t o  t he  c o s t  of such p o r t i o n s  
of t h e  s t r e e t  t h a t  a r e  wi th in  t h e  County, but no 
commitment has  been rece ived .  The Council d i scussed  
t h e  f e a s i b i l i t y  o f  t h e  proposal  and quest ioned 
p a r t i a l  development o f  t h e  s t r e e t .  It was decided 
t h a t  t h e  C i ty  Manager should g e t  more informat ion  
and r e p o r t  t o  t h e  Council  on t h e  r econs t ruc t ion  of 
both E a s t  Lodi Avenue and West Lodi Avenue. Council- 
man Dow suggested t h a t  a survey be made of t r o u b l e  
s p o t s  throughout  t h e  Ci ty ,  such as low areas on 
Gerard and Louie. C i t y  Manager Glaves s a i d  he would 
check and s e e  what could be done. 

M r .  Glaves presented  a r eques t  f o r  t h e  c o n s t r u c t i o n  
o f  two, J O - f o o t  driveways a t  1 1 1 2  South Hutchins 
S t r e e t  which would provide  access  to t w o ,  &place  
garages  s e r v i n g  two fourp lexes .  The p l o t  p lan  f o r  
t h e  driveways has been approved bgr . t he  Wblic  Works 
Department which recommends t h a t  t h e  r eques t  b e  
granted.  Councilman Brown moved t h a t  t h e  r eques t  
f o r  two, 301 driveways a t  1112 South Hutchins 
S t r e e t  be granted.  The motion w a s  seconded by 
Councilman Ullmann and ca r r i ed .  

The C i t y  Manager presented  t h r e e  a l t e r n a t e  plans 
f o r  t h e  r e c o n s t r u c t i o n  of  curb,  g u t t e r  and sidewalk 
i n  t h e  500 block of  E a s t  Locust S t r e e t  and i n  t he  
400 and 500 blocks o f  Hilborn,  F l o r a  and Eden 
S t r e e t s .  A l t e rna te  No. 1 provides  f o r  t h e  removal 
and replacement of  bad curb and g u t t e r  and r e p a i r  
o r  replacement of broken or r a i s e d  sidewalk.  This 
i s  t h e  l e a s t  c o s t l y  p l an ,  but would l eave  an inade- 
qua te  p l a n t i n g  s t r i p  of f r o m  t w o  t o  f o u r  f e e t .  
A l t e rna te  No. 2 p rovides  f o r  removal and replacement 
of  curb and g u t t e r ,  a l l  t r e e s ,  and e x i s t i n g  s ide-  
walk, r e p l a c i n g  t h e  s idewalk next  t o  the  curb and 
p l a n t i n g  t r e e s  behind t h e  sidewalk.  This  would 
r e s u l t  i n  t he  loss of  156 shade t r e e s .  A l t e rna te  
No, J provides  for removal and replacement  of a l l  
curb and g u t t e r ,  narrowing the  s t r e e t  by f o u r  f e e t  

. 
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which would l e a v e  a paved width of 37 f e e t  and a 
p l a n t i n g  s t r i p  o f  % f e e t .  A l l  h e a l t h y  t r e e s  
would remain and new t r e e s  would be p l an ted  i n  l i n e  
wi th  e x i s t i n g  t r e e s .  Sidewalk would be  rep laced  
where necessary.  The C i ty  assumes t h e  c o s t  f o r  t h e  
curb and g u t t e r  and the  p rope r ty  owner is  responsible 
f o r  payment of any sidewalk replacement,  Mr. Glaves 
recommended approval  of A l t e rna te  #3 .  The c o s t  of 
A l t e rna te  #3 would be around $32,115, i nc lud ing  
about $2,675 t o  be pa id  by p rope r ty  ownera f o r  s ide-  
walk. S ince  funds  f o r  t he  p r o j e c t  i n  t h e  p re sen t  
budget amount  t o  $20,000 a po r t ion  o f  t h e  p r o j e c t  
would need t o  be de fe r r ed  u n t i l  t he  nex t  f i s c a l  
year .  After Council  d i scuss ion  o f  t h e  va r ious  . 

plans, i t  w a s  moved by Councilman Brown, Ullmann 
second, t h a t  A l t e r n a t e  #3 plan  be adopted and t h a t  
t he  po r t ion  of t h e  program for Locust S t r e e t  be 
de fe r r ed  f o r  i n c l u e i o n  in t h e  1963-64 budget.  The 
motion c s r r i e d  by unanimous vote .  

Ci ty  Attorney Mullen s t a t e d  t h a t  a s u i t  had been 
f i l e d  aga ins t  two of  t h e  C i ty ' s  p o l i c e  o f f i c e r s  on 
f a l s e  a r r e s t  charges .  He s t a t e d  t h a t  he  would be  
r ep resen t ing  t h e  o f f i c e r s  which would c a l l  f o r  e x t r a  
compensation. Councilman Dow moved t h a t  t h e  C i ty  
Attorney proceed wi th  the  a c t i o n  t o  defend the  
p o l i c e  o f f i c e r s  and t h a t  he be compensated the re fo r .  
The motion w a s  seconded by Councilman Culbertson 
and ca r r i ed .  Mr. Mullen s a i d  t h a t  i n  1955 t h e  
P o l i c e  Department had asked about fa l se  arrest 
insurance  and a t  t h a t  t i m e  i t  w a s  f e l t  t h a t  t h e  
p o s s i b i l i t i e s  of recovery  w e r e  s o  s l i m  t h a t  i t  
would be l e s s  expensive t o  provide  f o r  an a t t o r n e y  
i n  case of a s u i t  than t o  pay f o r  t h e  insurance.  
Mayor Katzakian said t h e  City should await  t h e  out- 
come o f  t h e  p re sen t  s u i t  before  making a dec i s ion  
on whether or not  t o  ge t  insurance.  It was sug- 
ges ted  t h a t  t h e  C i ty ' s  Agent o f  Record be asked t o  
ob ta in  cu r ren t  f i g u r e s  on f a l s e  a r r e s t  insurance.  

Councilman Culber t son  gave a r e p o r t  on t h e  confer-  
ence which he and Mr. George Creighton had a t tended  
i n  Los Angeles on t h e  e i e t e r - c i t y ,  people-to-people 
program. He s a i d  t h e  conference w a s  i n s p i r a t i o n a l  
and informat ive .  He s a i d  t h a t  programs i n  o the r  
c i t i e s  were headed by a c i t i z e n s  committee and 
suggested t h a t  a c i t i z e n s  committee be formed to 
ca r ry  on the l o c a l  s i s t e r  c i t y  program. Aa a ' s t a r t ,  
he suggested t h a t  t h e  Council  appoint  a nucleus o f  
fou r  o r  f i v e  snd t hen  l e t  them o r g m i z e  t h e  com- 
mi t t ee  and c a r r y  on from the re .  Mayor Katzakian 
asked members of t h e  Council  t o  eubmit names 
with in  a month. 

Mr. Vernon R a s t e t t e r  mentioned t h e  poor v i s i b i l i t y  
a t  the  northwest  co rne r  of Ham and L o d i  Avenue f o r  
cars e n t e r i n g  Lodi Avenue from t h e  nor th .  The Ci ty  
Manager s a i d  he would have t h e  ao rne r  i nves t iga t ed .  

There being no  f u r t h e r  bus iness ,  t h e  meeting 
adjourned, -
